So Adamin Paradiſe(when all kinde of cteatures were 
afſembledto his parliament) by this rule of propogation 
and pridicion, impoſeth fignificant names ypon them,and 
ſo he firſt framed the Keall Diftionarie of all the primitive 
words of his heanenly Hedenian and Adamiax language.

The order and courſe of propagating by pridicion,was 
afterthis manner : Firſt the minde conſidered the thing , 
or m:ntall ſenſe ornotion that was to be named: Second- 
ly it fained and framed a Radix, that is, a ce:taine cluſter 
of letterage which might carrie and import the prima- 
ric matertall and eſſence of the Dion thereby to lignifie 
and expreſle the ſenſe appropriated and tyed(as it were) 
to that Litterage. and this radix 1s the ſtirps iu pridicion- 
Thirdly, the mind terminated the ſaid conceited Radix or 
verbal efſence with ſome literary terminatien,vnto which 
it knitted and glewedall the adlignifications of the faide 
diction: And fourthly the tongue ipoke and vttered the 
ſayed Protoplaſt to the ſenſe ot hearing : And laſt of ali, 
K was written inthe reall DiCQtionary of the mind with is

Primittues, 

The Nomenclator Alphabericall, that it may bee the 
better and ſooner learned, and attained vnto,is to bee par- 
red and dinided into foure parts. (asthis Anglolatinus is.) 

The firſt part is to containe the T.ogicalt Diftions, after 
the Method of the Art of Logic%e, for they are moſt v- 
ſuall, 

The ſecond partis to containe the Protoplaſts, which 
are y[#4{l, but 1ſl:y5cal. 

The third pait of the Nomenclatoris to have the 
leſſe vſucl, and Illogicall. 

The fourth DiQionary part ought to containe the v#- 
vſuall and IMowicatl: And cucry one of theſe parts are to 
be (ubdeuided and ſorted into their foure heads of Sub- 
Panties, Adieflmes,Yerbs,and Aduerbs, according to the 
true diſtribution of the parts of Speech, which is not Octu- 
plex but quadruplex,

Ofthis fort arc the Nomenclators of Z:nius Friſchilings, 
and Cr«ſrus ; but they arc defeCtive and infufficeent, ha- 
u:ng onely the Subſtantwes , and lacking the three other

{tantiues,

of wich itdeſcenderh, but may not a Primitiuc diction be 
diriued from a forrainelanguage, 

Yes, forT ſhewed you beiore, that ail confuſe lanoua- 
gcs fetch their originall in manic of their Di&tions from 
the Primitine Adamian or Hebrevy tongues yea, a Pro+ 
toplaſt may be deduced from a Di&ion or Dictions of the 
ſeltc fame language, but withno more cuidency, cleare- 
nefſe or certainerty, thenif1t vere deriued from a forrine 
language: And fo wee may ſay, that man deicendeth of 
moaning,becauſe hee onely hath a meaning and (ſenſe of 
ynderſtanding. Norte that iuch kind of propagations are 
called by Logicians, an argument of Notanion, or an Ety - 
mo'{ogy,which indeede appertayneth ro the doctrine of 
Pridicion, but not ynro Logicke.
